Lie declares that It would be madness to
think of rejecting President MeKin-
ley's conditions, The counsel of this
veteran goldier should have great welght
with the Spanish people.

Campos Implies distrust of Bagnsta In
saying that he should not be nsked to
negotiate peace and that another lberal
cabinet should be constructed. Is the
explanation of this to be found In the
tricky character  of Sagasta, which
cauges Campos to apprehend that the
interests and honor of the nation would
better be committed to the eare of an-
other? ©Or does le fear that what he
s0 carnestly desires may he defeated by
the diplomatic methods peculinr to Sa-
gnstn? At all events he is not alone in
the opinfon that some other statesman
than the prime minister should be en-
trusted with the grave duty of nego-
tinting peace and even If the terms pro-
posed by the Unlted States shinll be ae-
cepted by the Sagastn cabinet a change
of ministry 15 not Improbable, This is a
matter, however, in whieh 8paln alone is
concerned, It Is of no consequence to
our government whether it shall denl
with Sagasta, Gamazo or some other
Spanish statesman, or what politieal
party I8 In control when peace negotia-
tlons are enterell npon. In  any event
the United States will unquestionably
dictate the terms of peace. It is, how-
eover, unfortunate for Spain that Campos
or some statesman equally anxlous to
preserve Bpain from further logs and
humilintion, 18 not at the head of af-
fulrs,

A TROUBLESOME FACTOR,

Aguninaldo continues to recelve prom-
inent attentlon in  the reports from
Manila,  The latest Information repre-
sents him as becoming more friendly to
Amerieans. He is sald to have asked
permission of General Merriti to march
his soldiers through Manila when the
city falls and alse to have suggested
the formation of Flliplne  reglhments
with Amerienn officers, Thig appears to
show a change of feeling on the part of
the Insurgent leader, who lind been dis-
posed to assume a dictatorial attitude,
but it would not be wise to tnke It for
granted thdit Agulnaldo is as friendly
us these suggestions of his would Iniply,
It is certninly . advisable to treat him
with some consideration, for he has a
formidabie following over which he ap-
penrs to exercise absolite control, buk an
the other hand it would not Te prudent
to repose too much confidence In him.
Agulualdo 1s shrewd and ambitions, He
i% enger to obtain politieal power and
there Is reason to think that he would
not hesltnte at almost anything to secure
it. Ile Is fumillar with  intrigue and
treachery and has himself been guily
of betraying his own people. He has no
special regard for Amerieans and prob-
ably would as readily renounce any
promlse made to them as he did the
pledge to the Spaniards for which they
pald him generously., Doubtless he ap-
preciates the power of the United Sintes
and understands that vesistanee to {t
would be futlle, but this might not deter
him from making trouble.  Aguinaldo
needs watching and never more enre-
fully than when he professes friend-
ship.

TRADE RESULTS OF THE WAR.

Commercial  Interests  welecome  the
promisa of early peace in the reason-
able expectation that peace will bring
groat benefit to these interests, Amerl-
can manufacturers and merchants an-
ticlpate that the United States wlill con-
trol most of the trade of Cuba and Porto
Rico, by mere force of naturally lower
trausportation  rates, even should a
taviff be promulgated for the islands
applylng equally to fmports from this
country and others, It is also belleved
that Ameriean trade In the far east will
be materially increased, whatever shall
be the final determinatioa 1o regard to
disposing of the Philippines.

It would seem that only a lack of en
terprise on the part of our manuofuc-
turcers and merchants could prevent
them from commanding nearly the en-
tire commerce of Cuba and Torto Rico
and they are pot likely to be found
wianting in efforts to secure this trade.
They are most inviting fields for com-
merclal endeavor, the former especially
so. The development of Cuba will glve
employment to a vast amount of eapital
and a great deal of labor and the larger
part of ench is likely to be drawn from
this country. That island 1s capable of
sustalning a popuintion of seyveral mil-
lions and when it shall have such a
populition its wrade will be exceedingly
valuabile, In the meanwhile the build-
fng of railroads, the Improvement of
eltles and other work of development
will make a large demand upen oup iu-
dustrles.  We shall have (o weet some
competition, of course, chiefly British,
but our position gives us an advantage
and besides the disposition of the Cuban
people will be to give the preference (o
Amerlean goods. When an independ-
ent government shall bave been estab-
Hshed in the island it will undonbtedly
soevk  commercial  relatlons  with  The
United HSiates that will promote our
trade with the island. An independent
Cuba, due to the efforts of the United
Stutes, will naturally effect the closest
possible commercial wunion with this
country, to which it would contlnue to
look for protection, Porto Rleo is a less
promising field, belng mueh smaller than

tarers and merchants will control prac-
tleally all Its commerce, while Amperl-
can capital will enter most fargely Into
its forther development, 1t Is suggestod
that we shall lowe most of our direct
trade with Spain as a resuit of the war,
but as this amounts to ouly abeit 815,-
000,000 annunlly It will not oe seriouxly

felt, being but a feactlon of the coms|

merelal gain in the Rpanleh lslands,

As to Increased trade In the far east
it appears to us to be almost ns well
neguted as in the West Indin Islands,
whether this country shall retaln  pos-

session of the Phillppines or not. We
bolleve thnt the prestige which the
United  Rtates has achleved  in that

quarter of the world s cortaln to ad-
vance our commercial interests there,
even If we should not have 8o much as
# naval and coallng station anywhere in
Asin. We are goibg to have a stendily
growing trade with that portion of the
enrth, beeanse no power or combination
of powers will venture to obstroct our
progress In this divectfon or deny us
any privileges we may rightfully claim.
There are  excellent reasons for the
confldence of commercial Interesia that
peace will ugher in an era of unexam-

pled prosperity for the United Btates.

POPOCRATIC PLATFORM JUGGLERY.

In the three-ring cirens which nomi-
nated o state ticket for the popoerats of
Nebraskn the big tent was occupled hy
the populists, while the sllver repub-
lieang and democrats were mere shide
shows, As originally reported and
adopted by the populist convention, the
stock yards plank of the populist plat-
form was worded as follows:

The stock yards of South Omaha are noces-
sarily patronized by the people of this =tate;
ita buslness i{s publlec and not private; the
stock yarde company charges oextortlionate
prices for the services It renders and for
the grain and hay it supplies; it has lssued
millions of dollars of watered stock on which
the people are compelled to pay Interest; it
refuses relief, it bribes leglslatures, it plun-
ders our people and has secured Injunction
against all laws which seek to prevent iis
unjust exactions; it is a glant monopoly
ereated by captains of Induatry, For these
repsona wa favor the ownership of a stock
yards at South Omaha by the siate [tself,
such ownership to be secured elther by the
purchase of the present yards, at [ts actual
value, or the establishment of another atock
vards. And if the state cannot secure the
ownership of the present stock vards at its
actual value, then we favor a law levying
an occupation tax agalnst the slock yards
company of a definite groas sum which shall
he equal to all the Interest paid on the
watered stock of the company., The stock
growera of Nebraska must no longer be com-
pelled to pay dividends on fletitlous capltal
which representa nothing but fraud and dls-
honesty.

Although this declaration passed the
conventlon without a dissenting vote, the
stock yards plank roused a hornets’ nest
In the enmpe of the reformn allles, The
platform was promptly recommitted on
n flimsy pretext and when the politieal
mountebanks and fugglers returned the
document the original stock yards plank
wns found to bave been reconstructed
with all the vital timber sawed out so
that in the officlal copy It reads as fol-
lows:

We demand a speedy detormination of
the litigation involving the validity of the
stock yards act, regulating charges for feed
and yardage, to the end that it may be
determined, if said act Is Ineffectunl, what
gteps should be taken to reduce sald yards
Lo state ownership.

This Is nbout ag harmless and mean-
ingless as It could possibly be made
by the cunniog hand of the paid stock
yards attorney who, disguised as n sil-
ver republican reformer, has been play-
ing the farmers of Nebraska for
suckers, Dopulists who honestly desire
to bring about rational reljef for the
farmers and stock raisers must feel
heartily ashamed of the tame submis-
slon of thelr state convention to this
brazen trickery of designing corporation
politiclans who under pretense of being
alarmed at the menace of the money
power manipulate conventions and
legislatures of all parties In the Inter-
est of thelr monopoly employers,

postoffice for the safe keeplpg of Lhe peo-
ple‘'s savings, is it not also paternelism for
the postofice to usurp the function of banks
by issuing moeney orders payable ln distant
cities or to pertorm the function of the ex-
press companies in carrylog and delivering
parcels and packages from place to place?
If it is eminently proper for the government
to guard, supervige and educate its citizens,
why I8 It pot also proper for the government
to educate is cltizens Into babiis of thrift
aond by becoming the custodian of thelr sav-
Ings make them directly iptérested in the
stabllity of the government and the sound-
ness of Its money

This s well put. The duty of the govern-
ment to educate its cllizens I8 not confingd
to making provigion for schoels tn which
reading, writing and the eloementary
branches of learning can be taught, It s
equally the duty of the government 1o make
proviglon for educsting Its citizens In all
that constitutes ecltizenship. It should help
to inouleate in them hablts of thrift that are
as important to the well-being of the nution
ax |s knowledge of the written branches.
The postal savings baok will do this as po
other sgoucy can.

The earllest
trustworthy census, according to the Journal
dot Debats, In 1724, shows 16,000,000 Rua-
stgne. The enumeration of 1887 ecounted

The Turkish newspapers in Constantinople
which, of course, print nothing without the
taelt approval of the palace suthorities, have
been indulglng lately 1o very vielent lan-
guage with regard to.the treatment of the
Sultan by Christian Europe. Thus, it is de-
olured that all Europe has vconspired against
Turkey and it trampling the rights of the
Sultan and the Mohammeduans under foot
and that “‘the magnanimity that Induced the
Sultan to evacuate conquered Thessaly in
compllance with the prayers of the great
powers, has only enhanced the Importunity
of Europe.” One journal denpunces the
handing over of Crete to a company of
Christinn rebele and criminals, another pro-
tests agalnst ‘‘the demand that the Sultan
shall allow many thousands of revolutionary
Armenians, who fled the country from fear
of just punishment, to return as proteges of
the forelgn powers, in order that they may
beécome a new and privileged element of re-
volution," Other powers are acoused of
sonding their agents to Macedonia and Alba-
nin to sow trouble there and preventing
the porte from bringing the gullty te ac-
count. Such a state of things, it Is declared,
can no longer be tolerated. The Christiana
in Constantinople are inclined to belleve that
theso utterances are a prelude to now perse-
cutions and maseacres, which might be ex-
pected to couse fresh discordance In the
“Coneert’” and prevent further action on the
Cretan and Armenlan questions,
